Terre Haute/Ind., Sept 27.—"The 


Hut's" big puzzle is about to be sol- 
ved. When Jim Gossom goes to trial 
tomorrow, the fight to solve the en- 
igma will be on. 


James M. Gossom became mayor 


by one of the last official acts of 
Mayor Donn M. Roberts, the con- 
victed election conspirator and once 
the "Czar of Terre Haute." As 
mayor Gossom has made 
Terre 


Haute a law abiding city and •'has 
replaced Robert's men in appointive 
offices by business men whose char- 
acter and ability are unquestioned. 


Gossom was known as one of the 


faithful among Roberts men. When 
Roberts was forsaken just before 
his conviction by Louis Seeburger, 
former president of the city coun- 
cil, Roberts went outside of his offi- 
cial family and appointed Gossom 
"the faithful" to the position where 
he 
automatically 
would become 


mayor on the removal of .Roberts. 
Terre.Haute thusvhad for a mayor 
the man above all others 
whom 


Roberts the,discredited mayor could 
trust. THe'n Gossom instituted var- 
ious reforms and ousted Robert's 
appointees. 


And now the puzzle. Jim Gossom 


goes on trial tomorrow on charges 
that he misused city funds and city 
property, made false charare against 
members of the council, did not pay 
bis debt, used liquor excessively, ex- 
torted money from eity employes 
for private use and that he, is im- 
moral and corrupt etc. 


Gossom's answer is that the coun- 


cil wants a wide open town. He 
points out that on the city council 
is a saloon keeper, the brother of •& 
saloon keeper and ,a wine merchant 
who keeps a rathskeller. These he 
said form the nucleous of opposition 
to him. • 


In the old days when Gossom was 


Robert's 
most faithful aide, the 


rough oratory of the one armed 
Kentuckian was effectively used to 
further Robert's plans. One broad 
sweep of Jim's remaining arm was 
more effective with certain classes 
than hours of argument. 


"Men—who is the greatest 


that ever lived" he would ask from 
the stump. "Donn M. Roberts" he 
would answer. "Whom do we want 
for governor? Donn Roberts." 


It was oratory 
like this during 


Robert's last mayoralty campaign 
that won the votes for the man who 
is now in Leaveuworth. 


In the Rockpost contest for .Char- 


les Puliian for the circuit bench, 
Gossom was mentioned as Slaving 
repeaters. This he stoutly denied 
from Terre Haute. In. the Roberts 
trial it was testified that he engin- 
eered repeating in-the foreign see- 
iion.

The indietr 
ment on which Munday went to trial 
;oday contain 23 counts.
